Forget Mr. Fix It 

Don’t wait for U.S. to solve world’s problems, Obama tells U.N.

In a blunt challenge to his nation’s critics, 
President Obama on Wednesday exhorted 
world leaders who once accused the U.S. of 
acting alone to now join with him in solving 
global crises rather than wait for America to 
do it on its own. 

In his first address to the U.N. General 
Assembly, Obama sought to set a new tone in 
U.S. relations, moving away from the unilat- 
eralism of his predecessor, George W. Bush. 
He coupled conciliatory words about a “new 
era of engagement” with a summons for other 
nations to shoulder more of the burden. 

“Those who used to chastise America for 


acting alone in the world cannot now stand 
by and wait for America to solve the world’s 
problems alone,” Obama said. 

“Now is the time for all of us to take our 
share of responsibility for a global response to 
global challenges.” 

Obama said past policies and a perception 
of unilateralism by the U.S. had fed “an almost 
reflexive anti-Americanism” that too often 
was used as an excuse for inaction. 

“The time has come for the world to move 
in a new direction,” Obama said before a U.N. 
chamber packed with more than ioo of his 
global counterparts. 

The president offered a litany of policy 


changes and actions his administration had 
undertaken during his first nine months in 
office, with the overarching message that the 
U.S. has no interest in a go-it-alone stance and 
instead wants to act as an equal partner with 
others on the world stage. 

“In an era where our destiny is shared, 
power is no longer a zero-sum game,” Obama 
said. “No world order that elevates one 
nation or group of people over another will 
succeed.” 

Obama received hearty applause upon 
entering, from even the likes of Libyan leader 
Moammar Gadhafi, and his address was inter- 
rupted several times by polite applause.

Suburb threatens criminal action over tent at Trump estate

A suburban NewTork town is threatening crim- 
inal action if work continues at Donald Trump’s 
estate, where the Libyan government pitched 
a tent that could be used by leader Moammar 
Gadhafi, the town’s attorney said Wednesday 

Inspectors went to the property Wednesday in 
Bedford, about 40 miles north of Manhattan. 

“If no activity has been undertaken, so far as 
either removing the tent or other equipment, or 
removing any individuals who may be residing 
in the tent, then we would then proceed to take 


one of two types of enforcement actions,” said 
attorney Joel Sachs, who represents the town. 

He said a criminal summons could be served 
for violating town codes, or the town might 
“seek an injunction to have the tent taken down 
and individuals residing in the tent removed 
from the property” 

Sachs said it was not immediately clear what 
entity would be the target of any legal action. 
On Tuesday, officials found workers construct- 
ing the tent but could not communicate with 
them because they didn’t speak English. They 


gave the stop work order to the property’s care- 
taker. 

The Trump Organization said Gadhafi would 
not be coming to the property and insisted 
that Trump has not rented property to him. 
But it said part of the estate “was leased on a 
short-term basis to Middle Eastern partners, 
who may or may not have a relationship to Mr. 
Gadhafi.” 

A call to Trump’s office requesting further 
comment was not immediately returned on 
Wednesday 


The sprawling, flat-topped tent was not vis- 
ible from the road Wednesday Police closed off 
the area near the property’s iron-gated entrance, 
flanked by a vast, well-tended field and a small 
but stately forest. 

A State Department official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because of diplomatic 
sensitivity and protocol concerns, told the AP 
the property was obtained for the duration of 
this week’s U.N. General Assembly. The offi- 
cial said no one would be staying there over- 
night.

I have a slight phobia, one that I never really discuss with anyone to 
great length but that I face several times a month. 

I’m not referring to my irrational fear of zombies (although, scary!). 
I’m talking about my shy bladder. 

It’s not that I can’t go at all in public restrooms, but I prefer to not 
have someone standing next to or near me when nature calls. I need to 
pee in peace. 

I thought I was one of the few people who had this problem until I 
was in line at a party to use the restroom when the guy in front of me 
said half-jokingly “everyone needs to hum

Thankfully there are several local support groups to overcome this 
condition. I’m not sure that my mild condition necessitates me joining 
a group to pee next to another shy guy— although if I was next to some- 
one else worse off than me, that just might be the confidence boost I 
need, jason steele is a redeye special contributor.

FAA issues warning over 
airport safety violations

Federal inspectors found numerous violations at 
O’Hare that endanger airplanes at the most critical 
phases of flight— takeoffs and landings, officials 
said Wednesday 

The safety breaches, uncovered by the Federal 
Aviation Administration during routine inspections 
last month at O’Hare, range from debris on runways 
to excessive amounts of tall grasses and weeds that 
create hazards for planes by attracting birds and 
other wildlife. 

A warning notice from the FAA to Chicago said 
the inspections show O’Hare is seriously out of 
compliance with federal aviation law The notice, 
called a “letter of correction,” also chastised the 
Chicago Department of Aviation for what the fed- 
eral agency called a pattern of false statements in 
its self-inspection program. 

“The daily self-inspection records do not reflect 
actual conditions in the field, violations have not 
been noted on the self-inspection records that are 
evident in the field,” said the FAA letter, which 
was obtained by the Tribune. 

Most of the violations already have been cor- 
rected, and the rest, involving the training of 
workers driving on the airfield and filing accurate 
self-inspection reports, will be resolved by the end 
of November, said Karen Pride, spokeswoman for 
the aviation department. 

An object as small as a stone on a runway can 
pose a danger to flight by being ingested into air- 
craft jet turbines or piercing a fuel tank and spark- 
ing an explosion and fire. Yet FAA inspectors found 
rocks, garbage and wood survey stakes used during 
construction on runways and taxiways at O’Hare. 

Collisions between aircraft and birds are a con- 
stant threat to safety at airports like O’Hare that 
are surrounded by woods and waterways. 

The problems at O’Hare the FAA cited in its 
warning notice are considered major violations— 
not just housekeeping issues —because airfields are 
supposed to be sterile environments free of debris 
and other hazards that could interfere with flights. 

Chicago Aviation Commissioner Rosemarie 
Andolino was out of town Wednesday and unavail- 
able for comment, Pride said. 

But Andolino and other city aviation officials are 
taking the FAA warning very seriously, Pride said.

Suspect in custody 
after standoff

They were a father and son who lived, 
worked and fished together, two members 
of a close-knit family raised with “traditional 
Southern values.” 

But on Tuesday when Joe Washington 
refused his 53-year-old son’s request for 
money— knowing he had already burned 
through several hundred dollars on his 
cocaine habit— he turned on him, police say 

The son, who has no criminal back- 
ground, allegedly shot to death his 79 -year- 
old father and mother, Johnnie, 77, in their 
West Side home, several police sources 
said. No charges were filed by Wednesday 
evening. 

The son fled the home in the 2200 block 
of South Kildare Avenue and allegedly con- 
fessed to the double murder in a 911 call to 
a police dispatcher, the sources said. Hours 
later, he walked into the Jesse Brown VA 
Medical Center with a gun to his head and 


again allegedly confessed to an employee that 
he had killed his parents, the sources said. 

He barricaded himself in the hospital for 
seven hours before surrendering without a 
struggle to members of the Chicago Police 
Department’s SWAT team at about 9 a.m. 
Wednesday 

Members of the Washington family con- 
firmed their brother was in custody They 
vowed they would not abandon him. 

“I want it clear. He is not a monster,” Rev 
Mansa Kenyatta said as he fought back tears 
as he spoke of his brother. “He’s still my 
brother and we still love him. Our mother 
wouldn’t want us to disown him.” 

Kenyatta and his sister went to their 
parents’ home Tuesday evening after they 
couldn’t reach them, he said. They flagged 
a passing police car, and officers found the 
bodies inside, neighbors said. 

Hours later, at about 1:30 a.m. Wednesday 
their brother walked into the emergency 
room of the West Side hospital. He went 
into a bathroom and fired one shot into the 
ceiling, a police source said. He then barri- 
caded himself in an exam room and refused 


to come out, declaring he would not go to 
prison, the source said. 

Family members and neighbors said the 
son— who had served for a few years in the 
Marines decades ago— was scheduled to 
have an operation next month for arthritis in 
his legs. In a statement, Jesse Brown officials 
identified the man as a military veteran but 
refused to answer specific questions about 
him or the incident. 

Police sources and neighbors said Joe 
Washington and his son worked together 
as handymen, painting and installing drap- 
eries. They had worked as recently as four 
days ago. The family— everyone except for 
Joe Washington— also had gathered Sunday 
at Kenyatta’s South Side church to celebrate 
his 16th anniversary as a pastor. 

Kenyatta said his brother called a cousin 
to tell them it was a “great celebration.” He 
also spoke to a sister on Monday, sounding 
relaxed. 

“We’re close. Our parents were strict. 
When the street lights came on, we had to 
be inside,” Kenyatta said. “We were raised 
with traditional Southern values.”

U. of I. president resigning 


Embattled University of Illinois President B. Joseph 
White has told trustees he will step down at the end 
of the year. 

In a letter to the board Wednesday, White said 
he will resign effective Dec. 31 but plans to remain 
involved with the university through fundraising and 
teaching. 

White, 62, has served as president of the univer- 
sity since January 2005 but has been dogged the last 
several months by an admissions scandal. 

In his letter, White said the effective date of his 
resignation “means I will forgo the retention incen- 
tive earned over the last four years which otherwise 
would have been due on Feb. 1, 2010.” 

The incentive pay would have amounted to 
$475,000. White made $450,000 a year as presi- 
dent, and will continue to be paid around $300,000 


a year teaching for the university 

White had earlier informed Gov Quinn of his 
decision. “I think it’s time to move forward, our uni- 
versity to continue to move on,” the governor said. 

“I think President White is doing what’s best for 
the university, and I think the people of Illinois are 
grateful to him,” Quinn continued. “I commend him 
for taking steps necessary to move the university 
forward.” 

Quinn said the board will select an interim presi- 
dent “shortly” to steer the school while it conducts 
a search for a permanent replacement. 

The Chicago Tribune revealed in May that U. of I . 
had a shadow admissions system for well-connected 
students that allowed applicants sponsored by trust- 
ees, lawmakers and others to be admitted over more 
qualified students. 


Dogfighting ring raided at day-care home 


Cook County sheriff’s police said they seized nine 
mutilated and abused dogs this week from a dog- 
fighting ring operating out of a Maywood day-care 
home. 

“Kids were playing on a swing set just 10 feet away 
from a vicious fighting dog and blood-stained floors,” 
Sheriff Tom Dart said while cuddling a puppy taken 
during the raid. 

“The very equipment used to train these dogs to 
kill was being kept in the garage right behind the 
house. To be engaged in this sort of activity is dis- 
turbing enough, but to take a chance with anybody’s 


children is reprehensible.” 

The sheriff’s office said the day-care operator 
insisted she was not involved in dogfighting, and 
maintained children were never near the dogs or 
dogfighting equipment. 

Child welfare officials said they made four visits 
to the home since 2006 and found the dogs locked 
in the garage away from the children. 

But after Tuesday’s raid, the woman voluntarily 
gave up her license to run a day care, according to 
the Illinois Department of Children and Family 
Services.

Chicago saw two double homicide cases this 
week-one in North Lawndale and one in Albany 
Park.

Meanwhile, Albany Park this week saw its third 
double homicide case of the year, RedEye found. 

A 19-year-old woman and a 24-year-old man 
were shot to death Monday in the 3500 block of 
West Sunnyside Avenue. 

Albany Park has seen eight homicides so far 
this year, the most of any community area on the 
Northwest Side. 

Citywide, Chicago police have recorded 
27 homicides so far this month, including an 
auto crash in which a driver was charged with 
reckless homicide. Police logged 54 homicides in

Poll: 1 in 3 Mexicans 
would move to the U.S. 


□ MEXICO CITY Mexicans are overwhelm- 
ingly unhappy with the direction of their 
country, and one in three would immigrate to 
the U.S. if they could, a Pew Research Center 
survey said Wednesday 

Of those in the poll who said they would 
like to migrate, more than half said they 
would be willing to do so illegally 

The poll of i,ooo people in Mexico found 
crime, government corruption and illegal 
drugs are major problems. 

Seventy-eight percent of those surveyed said 
they are unhappy about Mexico’s direction. 


Nearly all of those polled— 94 percent— said 
corrupt political leaders are a big problem. 

Still, 68 percent held favorable opinions of 
President Felipe Calderon, 83 percent said 
they supported using the Mexican army to 
fight drug traffickers and 76 percent approved 
of the government’s handling of the spring 
swine flu outbreak. 

The survey revealed close ties between 
Mexico and the U.S., with 39 percent of those 
saying they have friends or relatives in the U.S.. 
Nearly 20 percent said they receive money 
from relatives living in another country 


More than half of the respondents said 
people who moved north to the U.S. have 
better lives now 

But many immigrants are losing their jobs 
and facing significant financial problems in 
the U.S. because of the recession, said Rene 
Magana, president of the Chicago office of the 
International Coalition of Mexicans Abroad. 

“The American Dream is a fallacy” he said. 

The survey buttressed that argument. 
Forty percent of those interviewed said they 
know someone who had returned to Mexico 
because they could not find work in the U.S. 



Copters 
used in 
bank heist 


B STOCKHOLM Robbers used a stolen 
helicopter and explosives to engi- 
neer a spectacular raid on a cash depot in 
Stockholm on Wednesday, breaking into the 
building through the roof and flying off with 
bags of cash, police and officials said. 

The pre-dawn heist stunned police in the 
Swedish capital, who were unable to deploy 
their own helicopters because suspected 
explosives had been placed at their hangar. 

The security company that owns the facil- 
ity said thieves had made off with “an uncon- 
firmed sum of money” and added it would 
offer a large reward for information leading 
to their arrest and the return of the loot. 

Sweden has seen a series of spectacular 
robberies in recent years. Last year, a group 
of men broke into a mail processing cen- 
ter in Goteborg, paralyzing large parts of 
Sweden’s second-largest city after spreading 
out spikes, burning cars and leaving suspect- 
ed explosive devices in the center.

MILWAUKEE Suspended Cubs outfielder Milton 
Bradley apologized Wednesday for behavior 
that led to General Manager Jim Hendry's deci- 
sion to banish him for the rest of the season. 

“I chose Chicago as a free agent because I 
wanted to be part of finally bringing a cham-

season, and I am deeply 
disappointed by my performance and the team’s 
struggles,” said Bradley, who signed a $30 mil- 
lion, three-year contract in the off-season. 

But Bradley struggled and was booed loudly 
at Wrigley Field while hitting .257 with 12 hom- 
ers and 40 RBIs. 

“I wish that I handled certain things differ- 
ent and I apologize for those things that did not 
work out for the better,” he said in a statement. 
“The air has been cleared, and we all want to 
move on and look forward to better days.” 

Cubs manager Lou Piniella said he appreci- 
ated Bradley’s comments. 

“I’m happy to see that he issued the state- 
ment and apologized,” said Piniella, who 
clashed with Bradley several times this season. 
“You know— put that behind us and we just go 
forward.” 

Hendry wouldn’t say before the Cubs took 
on the Milwaukee Brewers whether the out- 
fielder will return next year. 

“We’ll worry about next season when this 
season is over,” Hendry said. 

And when might Bradley and Hendry talk? 

“No idea,” Hendry said. “Nothing to 
talk about now. He’s home for the rest of the 
year.”

The growing number of new spots and old favorites around town proffering 
soft pretzels on their menus. Paired with tasty dips and beer, we can't think 
of a better way to keep the Oktoberfest spirit going. 


Sweetwater 

225 N. Michigan Ave., 312-698-7111 
The goods: This just-opened Michigan 
Avenue tavern, a sibling of the 
Boundary in Wicker Park, serves a pair 
of two jumbo pretzels: roasted garlic 
and jalapeno ($9.95). 

The twist: The doughy duo is served 
in a cute metal carrier with a crock of 
kicky Oaxacan cheese dip. 

Pair It with: Hoff bra u, a smooth, 
drinkable lager from Munich ($7) with 
the garlic pretzel; Dos Equis ($5.50) 
with the jalapeno pretzel. 


Old Oak Tap

The goods: Bagel-size, house-made soft 
pretzels ($9) come three to an order at 
this sophisticated West Town pub. 

The twist: A dipping duo-warm 
cheddar-stout fondue and zingy 
horseradish mustard sauce-appeases 
both indecisive eaters and opposing 
dip factions (the cheese saucers vs. the 
mustard lovers).

Bavarian-style Oktoberfest lager made 
from German noble hops ($12).

The goods: Dig into a basket of these 
three doughy twists from local pretzel 
purveyors Kim & Scott’s Gourmet 
Pretzels ($8): a traditional Bavarian, 
a “grilled cheese” pretzel stuffed 
(and topped) with Cheddar cheese 
and a jalapeno cheddar-stuffed 
pretzel.

(Go dip-less with the jalapeno- 
cheddar twist. That’s a flavor fail.)

Abuelo’s 
Mexican Grill

Brothers Angel and Hugo Gomez, the guys behind Abuelo’s 
Mexican Grill, know tort as. And not just because they sell seven 
different kinds in the storefront across from the Damen Pink Line 
“L’ stop in Heart of Chicago (that’s the neighborhood just west of 
Pilsen and east of Little Village) that they opened about six weeks 
ago. The brothers hail from Cuernavaca, Mexico, where tortas are 
paramount. The city, according to Angel, is known for having some 
of the best in the country 

They sell their tortas in a simple, 24-seat dining room with hard- 
wood floors and brighdy painted walls. It would be a stark setting if 
not for the fantastic collection of old National Geographic maga- 
zine and vintage album covers plastered over the walls, creating an 
intriguing juxtaposition of Antarctic penguins and 1970s Mexican 
pop bands in powder blue suits. Angel Gomez purchased the maga- 
zines (the set dates back to 1947), and the albums come from his 
family’s collection; he and Hugo decorated the place themselves. 

In keeping with the DIY ethic, family recipes are a big part of 
the formula, and almost everything here is made by hand in the tiny 
kitchen, including the complimentary chips and salsas (five kinds in 
all) and the fluffy sesame seed-encrusted bread used for tortas. 

Though the fresh-baked bread is good, it’s not the 
distinguishing element of these tortas ($5.99 each). It’s what’s 
inside: spicy, paprika-spiked chorizo, 24-hour Negro Modelo- 
marinated steak, and an assortment of other super-fresh 
ingredients many taquerias don’t stock (mixed greens instead 
of chopped iceberg lettuce, for example). The breaded chicken 
torta, dubbed La Manzanero in honor of one of Angel’s favorite 
musicians, is a favorite, but we’re partial to LaToluquena, which 
showcases that house-made chorizo. Vegetarians are well cared 
for with La Campestre, which relies on grilled yellow squash,

portobellos, and red and green peppers for heft. 

Beyond tortas, Abuelo’s offers burritos, tacos, flautas, tostadas 
and sopes, as well as full dinners, all priced less than $10. Among 
the most filling options are five burritos ($5.50 each), including the 
zesty Burrito Pastor, packed tightly with spit-grilled pork, toma- 
toes, crunchy red cabbage, lightly pickled onions, a smear of black 
beans and tangy habanero dressing. 

Though Abuelo’s is BYOB, you’ll be fine if you forget the booze. 
Flavored waters, or aguas frescas ($1.50), are offered daily, with 
selections changing regularly— if you’re lucky, you’ll happen upon a 
day when hibiscus is available. 

Desserts — all made in-house, of course — cover everything from 
rice pudding to tequila mousse. But the standouts are the individual 
tres leches cakes ($4), served layered in cups for easy on-the-go con- 
sumption and usually available in chocolate or fruit flavors in addi- 
tion to the milk- and cream-focused classic.

A cyclocross bike 

These bikes have knobby tires, 
cantilever brakes that won’t get jammed 
by mud or leaves, and a slightly different 
geometry than a traditional road bike. 
Entry-level bikes go for $600 to $1,000 
and can double as a commuter. 

Or, a mountain bike 

Mountain bikes are slower, but they are 
fine for people looking to try the sport 
without making a major investment. 

“It’s not a sport where people need to 
be intimidated by equipment,” says Lou 
Kuhn, owner of the Pony Shop. “Just 
come out with what you have.” 

A helmet and bike clothes 

Helmets are required. Bike clothes are 
recommended, as loose-fitting clothes 
can get caught on the bike. (That said, 
do not be shocked if the next rider over 
is wearing a superhero costume or a 
dress. ’Cross has its irreverent side.) 

A license 

Annual licenses can be purchased from 
USA Cycling for $60 (usacycling.org). 
Single-day licenses can be purchased 
on-site for $10. 

Entry fees 

Races cost $25 to $30, but juniors race 
free. Preregister at bikereg.com to 
guarantee a spot and avoid a $5 day-of 
penalty. 

Practice! 

Dismounting and remounting are 
crucial skills. Tutorial videos are easy 
to find on the Internet. Study them, 
then head to a park to get it down. 

Once you have a smooth technique, try 
dismounting at speed and jumping over 
invisible barriers.

Ask someone about the joys of cyclocross, and 
with pride and loathing they’ll mention the 
hurt. 

“You can’t breathe, you can’t think,” says 
Berwyn’s David Pilotto, who gets up as early 
as 4:30 a.m. to practice with friends. “You can’t 
really do anything without it hurting.” 

Cyclocross— ’cross or CX for short— com- 
bines elements of mountain biking, road racing 
and steeplechase. A 1- to 2-mile course winds 
through parks and forest preserves, sending rid- 
ers powering over grassy fields, twisting through 
wooded mazes and leaping over 40 -centimeter 
(about 16 inches) barriers. 


And? Cowbell. A lot of cowbell. 

Northern Europeans long have used the 
sport for off-season training; it’s close to the 
national sport in Belgium. Now ’cross is enjoy- 
ing its latest wave of popularity in the U.S., and 
Chicago is a hotbed, as hundreds of dirt-loving 
mountain bikers, triathletes and road racers 
look to extend their fitness into winter. 

Cyclocross requires technical skill to navigate 
difficult terrain and endurance to go all out for 
30 to 60 minutes, at the end of which riders will 
be wheezing, wobbly wrecks. 

“It’s definitely the hardest type of competi- 
tion I’ve ever done,” says Lou Kuhn, owner of 
Evanston’s Pony Shop, a bike store that spe- 


cializes in cyclocross. “There’s no room for 
letting up.” 

In addition to man-made barriers, obstacles 
such as streams, hills and sand pits force riders to 
dismount and carry their bikes, clutching them 
like giant suitcases or slinging them over their 
shoulders. Then they must leap back to their 
saddles as smoothly and quickly as possible. 

Crashes are part of the spectacle, but they 
occur at much lower speeds than in road rac- 
ing, and one typically lands in grass or dirt, 
not unforgiving pavement. And if the weather 
cooperates, there will be mud: messy, slippery, 
treacherous, glorious mud. 

“I fall a lot in the mud,” Leah Sanda ofWestern

Springs says, “which is sort of like the different 
stages of grief First time I get so mad; I’m spit- 
ting mad. Then I want to cry and I’m in tears. 
And then at some point, I start laughing.” 

Sanctioned races in Chicago were rare until 
volunteers organized the Chicago Cyclocross 
Cup in 2004, starting with four races its first 
season. Prior to that, says Joe Doyle, the Cup’s 
first director, enthusiasts would travel hours for 
races in neighboring states or throw unofficial 
“bandit” races in local parks. 

Now the Cup has grown to 10 races and 
comes off a breakout year in 2008, with individ- 
ual races seeing 20 percent to 35 percent growth 
over 2007. Organizers expect even more par-

ticipation in 2009. 

The season started Sunday with a record 
turnout in Jackson Park and runs almost 
weekly through the state championships on 
Dec. 6 at Montrose Harbor, where racers 
should expect the additional obstacles of frig- 
id weather and snow. 

For as hard and humbling as it can be, cyclo- 
cross can engage athletes of all levels and expe- 
rience. 

“There’s room for everybody,” Kuhn says. 
“The scene’s not as intimidating as some other 
places, like the track or road races. The scene 
is more comfortable for people to get into and 
start out and not be so nervous.” 


BE A GOOD OROSS FAN 


Find a cowbell 

Any noisemaker will do-horns, drums, 
yelling-but the cowbell is the ’cross 
accessory of choice. 

Find a bigger cowbell 

Seriously, you can do better than that. “The 
rowdier and noisier [fans] can be, the better,” 
Leah Sanda says. “It totally amps you up.” 

Stroll and find a good spot 

Sand pits are ideal vantage points: Most 
riders will carry their bikes through them, 
but stronger athletes will try to gain a few 
seconds by riding through. 

Other spots to look for are muddy corners, 



barriers and any challenging terrain. Then 
when the race comes to a close, scurry to the 
finish to catch any dramatic sprints. 

Alert your favorite riders 
of their position 

The races can get chaotic, especially once the 
leaders start to lap slower riders, and some 
oxygen-deprived riders won’t know whether 
they’re in 10th place or 40th place, so pay 
close attention and shout out positions. 

Heckling is allowed 

Feel free to badger your friends for going so 
slow. Be the Mickey to their Rocky. They’ll 
thank you for it later. Probably, tribune

THE CYCLOCROSS LOWDOWN 


How cyclocross races work 

Races last between 30 and 60 minutes, 
depending on ability level. After a few laps, 
officials will time how long the laps are taking, 
do some math and display a countdown at 
the start/finish area. When there’s only one 
lap left, officials will ring a bell. (Thus the final 
lap is known as “the bell lap.”) 

Categories and age groups 

Each racer is assigned a category based on 
ability and experience. Beginners start in 
Category 4, with Category 1 reserved for the 
best of the best. (Rules for upgrading can be 
found at usacycling.org.) 

To accommodate current popularity, 
Chicago race organizers divide the men’s 
Category 4 into two races: 4B for absolute 
novices, 4A for those with previous ’cross or 
other racing experience. 

“Masters” races are organized by age 
group: 30 and older, 40 and older, 50 and 
older. Ambitious riders thus can race twice 
in a given day, but this is no geezer parade. 
Masters races are very fast and competitive. 


The flow of the race 

Other than “go as fast as you can” and “try 
not to crash,” there is not much tactical 
know-how that beginners require. 

The beginning of a race can be the most 
pivotal and the most frantic. Dozens of 
riders will explode from the start line in 
a mad scrum for the first corner-known 
as the “hole shot”-as racers vie for an 
advantageous position at the front. 

The first 10 minutes will be intense. 

“I’ve never started a ’cross race and not 
felt like I was over my head within the first 
two minutes,” racer and shop owner Lou 
Kuhn says. “You always feel like you’re 
absolutely not going to be able to maintain 
that pace. But things always tend to slow 
down-relax and settle into a groove.” 

Soon the race will stretch out, and racers 
will be riding single-file. From here it’s a 
series of personal, mano-a-mano battles: 
One must claw forward and pass the next 
rider, all the while staving off the rival 
pursuing from behind.

D Airport VIP lounges are not restricted to 
just members. Several airlines offer one- 
day or monthly passes. If your flight is delayed 
and you have a long wait, check out one of the 
lounges, which offer a comfortable atmosphere, 
Internet access, drinks and snacks. 

□ Don’t fret the annoying checked bag fee 
when bringing strollers and infant car 
seats. Airline personnel will put those items on 
the plane for you for free when you get to your 
gate, and they will not count against your carry- 
on bag allowance.

□ You don’t have to pay big bucks to fly in 
business class. Several airlines offer deeply 
discounted rates on upgrades to business class on 
the day of travel if there are seats in the front 
cabin still available. Members of airline frequent- 
flier programs can use miles or flight credits to 
upgrade from coach to business class. 

□ You don’t have to pay big bucks to fly 
period. Rick Seaney of farecompare.com 
says the best time to shop domestic tickets is 
Tuesday afternoon because airlines typically file 
sales Monday evening and other airlines match 
Tuesday through noon. 


□ Don’t worry about printing out your 
boarding pass at home.
